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THE FLORA OF LONG ISLAND. 


INTRODUCTION. 


In presenting this Flora of Long Island the writer feels that a few 
words of explanation will make it clear, why, in a region of which so 
many local floras have been written, it has been deemed a matter of 
sufficient interest to prepare a flora of the whole island. 

The reason lies in the peculiar features of botanical interest that are 
caused by the position of the island in relation to the mainland and 
the history of the growth of plant life on the Atlantic slope, as shown 
by the combined evidence of geology and botany on Long Island. To 
obtain a just conception of what these features of interest are a brief 
glance at the geological formation of the island, both present and past, 


may be of service. 
GEOLOGY. 


It is well known that Long Island is a terminal moraine of the great 
transatlantic ice sheet that stretched across the continent from Nan- 
tucket, which may be considered to be the extreme southeastern limit 
of the glacial action to Ohio and still further west.* F. J. H. Mer- 
rell has given a very excellent account of the geology of Long Island 
and his account is here freely used. + 

‘‘Long Island is about 120 miles long and varies from a mile to 
seven or eight miles in breadth. As a whole it is comparatively low 
and flat, but throughout there is a range of hills extending from its 
extreme western end at Bay Ridge, which are a continuation from 
similar hills of Staten Island, northeasterly to Roslyn and thence con- 
tinuing to Montauk Point in a series of elevations, the most important 
of which are known as West, Dix, Comac, Bald and Shinnecock Hills. 
‘The average height of this chain is about 250 feet; but at some points 
it is greater. Harbor Hill at Roslyn is 384 feet above the tide; 
Jane’s Hill 383 feet, Reuland’s Hill 340 and Wheatley’s Hill is 369 
feet above the sea. 

‘There is also along the north shore an elevation which usually 
follows the contour of the numerous bays and inlets, varying in height

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from 30 to 200 feet and almost continuous from Astoria to Orient Point. 
These two sets of hills are the results of glacial action, and the more 
southern chain marks the southern limit of the drift.”’ Merrell shows 
that this drift is quite thin in many places, and thus lacks in part one 
of the characteristic features of a true terminal moraine. 

‘* South of the backbone, as the central range of hills is called, the 
surface is nearly level, gently sloping southward in an unbroken grav- 
elly plain ; while between this ridge and the north shore is a second 
plain, with an elevation of 50 to 100 feet. From many of the deep 
bays on the north shore valleys extend through the hills in a southerly 
direction. These depressions, thirty in number, between East New 
York and River Head, average about twenty-five feet * in depth and are 
usually occupied by small streams flowing southward. These valleys 
Merrell thinks are the beds of rivers formed by the melting of the ice 
sheet in the Champlain Period.’’ 

‘¢ There are no important lakes or rivers on Long Island, but there 
are numerous ponds of clear cold water, without visible inlet or out- 
let. The existence of these ponds depends on the fact that in the 
stratified sands of the island, which are underlain by clays, a uniform 
water level or plane exists,+ which rises northward from low tide level 
on the south shore at the rate of 244 feet per mile. The largest of 
these ponds is lake Ronkonkoma, which is three miles in circumfer- 
ence and has a maximum depth of 83 feet. Thus we find a long, 
low island with a prominent ridge nearer the north than the south with 
long, low, sloping hills to the sea on the south.’’ 

‘¢ Stretching to the east of Long Island are a number of smaller is- 
lands, Shelter, Robbins, Plum, Gull and Gardiner; these are to be 
considered as possessing the same physical or geological characteristics. 
A still more interesting fact is that Block Island and Martha’s Vine- 
yard and Nantucket are thought to be of much the same character and 
that we here see the remnants now overlain with moraine drift of 
what was once a continuous tract of land.’’ 

‘¢The inroads of the sea combined with the gradual depression of 
the coast has resulted in a submergence of portions of the fringe leav- 
ing the higher parts in the form of islands.’’ t

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Thus, rising above the surface of the ocean there is an interrupted 
chain of morainal deposits stretching from Cape Cod in Massachu- 
setts, through Nantucket, Martha’s Vineyard, Block Island, Long 
Island, Staten Island to New Jersey, these deposits making up the 
greater part of these islands, but, what is of more interest, ot al’ of 
the islands, of which mention will be made later. 


SOIL. 


Restricting the discussion to Long Island, the soil up to the back- 
bone consists of glacial drift, varying in depth. This drift has been de- 
scribed by earlier writers to consist of two kinds: * 1. Till or drift 
proper, a heterogeneous mixture of gravel, sand and clay with boul- 
ders ; 2. the gravel drift, a deposit of coarse yellow gravel and sand, 
brought to its present place by glacial and alluvial action, but existing 
near by in a stratified condition before the arrival of the glacier. This 
yellow gravel drift, which in a comparatively unaltered condition, 
forms the soil of the pine barrens of southern and eastern Long Island, 
and is exposed in section, now in many places on the island, notably in 
the sand pits outside of Prospect Park, in the cut of the Coney Island 
Railroad and in the brick yard in Huntington. It is moreover equiva- 
lent to and indeed identical with the yellow drift or preglacial drift of 
New Jersey, a formation of very great extent in the state. Merrell 
further gives us some interesting figures with reference to the thick- 
ness of the till in various places. In the hills near Brooklyn it attains 
its maximum depth, probably between 150 and 200 feet. In Calvary 
Cemetery a boring showed the drift to be 139 feet deep, and Mount 
Prospect, in Prospect Park, is probably all till and it is 194 feet in 
height. All along the north shore the till is much thinner; in some 
places there is none and it averages in thickness from a few feet to 
about six. At the extreme eastern end of the island there are mounds 
of till from 80 to 200 feet high between Nepeague Bay and Montauk 
Point. From a geological point of view the boulders are of interest, 
representing as they do most of the geological ages, having been 
brought down from New England and Canada. Underlying the till 
on the whole northern shore is the layer of yellow gravel, which varies 
greatly in different parts of the island. Various details of digging are 
given by Merrell in his admirable paper so extensively quoted. 

Thus briefly recapitulating what is known of the soil of Long 
Island, we have the following facts: A limited area of crystalline 
rock, consisting of lamellated gneiss and schists, similar to Manhattens

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rocks at Hell Gate and about Astoria. The greater portion of the 
north side covered with till of various thicknesses, in some places the 
yellow gravel, or preglacial drift coming to the surface. On the 
slope of the southern hills a large amount of disintegrate till brought 
down by the streams and rain, a small surface area made up of the pre- 
glacial drift, and finally the alluvial sand and the various sand marsh 
components of the south shore. 

A certain amount of attention has been given to the soil because it 
is so closely correlated with the historical geology of the island which 
has been so ably investigated by Drs. N. L. Britton and A. Hollick. 

It would needlessly extend this account to go at length into the 
many valuable discoveries of Drs. Britton and Hollick which have 
served to prove that underlying the whole of Long Island and extend- 
ing up along the chain to Cape Cod there are Cretaceous or post- 
Cretaceous strata. Yet the facts are of such interest and have such an 
important bearing on some features of the flora of the island that a 
brief quotation of some of their discoveries is desirable. 

‘‘ During Cretaceous and Tertiary times a series of fresh water or 
estuary and marine deposits (clays, sands, gravels and marls) was laid 
down along the eastern borders of the North American Continent. 
About the close of the Miocene, or the beginning of the Pliocene, an 
era of elevation began, which finally raised them hundreds, in places 
thousands of feet, above their present level, forming a wide coastal 
plain, which extended over the whole area where we now find them 
and for a considerable distance eastward, into what is now part of the 
bed of the Atlantic Ocean. On the land side this plain was bounded 
by the crystalline and triassic rocks of Connecticut, southern New 
York, Pennsylvania and southward as may be seen by an examination 
of any good geological map of the eastern United States. The evi- 
dence of its extension around Massachusetts and Rhode Island are now 
almost obliterated, but there seems to be every reason to believe that 
its land limits were approximately the coast line of the present day. 
In fact, a small isolated portion of the old coastal plain still exists 
apparently in the region of Marshfield, Mass., as indicated by E. 
Hitchcock in 1841,* and recently by N. S. Shaler. Further north 
than Massachusetts, so far as I am aware, it is not even indicated, and, 
except for the presence of the well-recognized submerged plateau off 
our eastern shores, all further trace of the former coastal plain is lost.

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Its eastern limits where it formerly met the waters of the Atlantic 
Ocean were probably where we now find the borders of this plateau 
to be, namely, at the 100-fathom contour.’’ 

‘« Shortly after the advent of the Ice Age the elevation had reached 
its maximum. The rivers had previously cut deep valleys through the 
easily eroded material forming the coastal plain in their course to the 
sea and when the continental glacier, pushing its way southward and 
eastward, finally flowed over the edges and escarpments of the hard crys~ 
talline rocks onto the soft and incoherent strata of the coastal plain, it 
scooped it out toa great depth in places and then, either carrying it 
forward in mass or else pushing and squeezing it ahead ina great con- 
torted ridge capped by the boulder till, finally left it as part of the 
terminal moraine. Wherever these conditions have prevailed we find 
the phenomena to be the same and Long Island may be considered as 
one of the grandest object lessons in this connection.”’ 

Just when the period of elevation ended and that of depression be- 
gan, in fact, whether it was previous to of subsequent to that of great- 
est ice accumulation, is yet a matter of controversy between authori- 
ties, but in either case, on the retreat of the glacier, we may picture 
to ourselves the terminal moraine forming an elevated ridge extending 
through Staten Island, Long Island and the islands to the eastward, 
forming a continuous, more or less elevated land connection to the 
north and east, with what remained of the coastal plain sloping away 
from it on one side and a trough filled with the water from the melt- 
ing glacier on the other. 

‘¢The present rate of coast subsidence is about two feet per cen- 
tury; at this rate six thousand years ago practically the whole of the 
area included within the present twenty-fathom contour would have 
been above sea level—only the deepest parts of the trough of the 
sound being below it.’’ 

‘¢This area, as may readily be seen, includes the whole of Staten 
Island, Long Island, Block Island, Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket, 
besides a respectable portion of the submerged coasts eastward and 
southward. It is also probable that at least a part of this area to the 
eastward, which at the present time is lower than the twenty-fathom con- 
tour, has become disproportionately so in modern times by tidal scour- 
ing, and that it was actually and relatively higher formerly than now. 

‘¢ Under these circumstances we should, therefore, have had, during 
a considerable period of time, a continuous strip of land, except for 
the river outlets, all the way from New Jersey to Massachusetts, sepa- 
rated by a body of water scooped out by the glacier, which, in its 
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present depressed and widened condition, we now call Long Island 
Sound, but which was then a fresh-water lake or broad river.’’ 

“ Bearing these conditions in mind we next have to consider the 
still further subsidence of the Champlain Period, the re-elevation of 
the Terrace Period and the depression which is again going on at the 
present day. It is evident that at some time during these oscillations 
of level the sea, having eaten away the coastal plain, finally reached 
the barrier of the terminal moraine, where it still remains as the con- 
necting link between Long Island and Massachusetts. The moraine 
gave way in places, channels were formed and detached portions re- 
mained to form the islands which we recognize to-day as Block 
Island, Martha’s Vineyard, Nantucket and the host of other lesser 
islands which stream out from the end of Long Island towards Cape 
Cod and the Rhode Island shore, while the eroded portions are rep- 
resented by the great submerged ridges which are known as the Nan- 
tucket and other shoals.”’ 

‘The vast time ratios formerly considered necessary by geologists 
are gradually but surely giving way to more moderate estimates and it 
is of interest to note that from six thousand to ten thousand years is 
the latest accepted calculation of the time which probably elapsed 
since the final recession of the glacier, by one of our most acute and 
conservative authorities**—-a period which is about coincident with 
the probable time when the area bounded by the twenty-fathom con- 
tour was above the sea level. It is needless to point out that it also 
implies no subsequent submergence of the remaining portions of this 
land since the flora was established. In other words, Long Island, 
Block Island, Martha’s Vineyard, Nantucket, etc., as we now know 
them, have not been submerged since the final retreat of the glacier 
and their separation into islands by the submergence of the interven- 
ing land is a comparatively modern phenomenon, due to the depres- 
sion and erosion which are actually at work, and which have produced 
such conspicuous results during the historic period.’’ 

I have quoted this rather full argument because of its inherent im- 
portance and because I have felt that I could not better it in any way. 
We gain from it a twofold conception of the causes which have in 
part influenced the Long Island Flora and the key to the interpreta- 
tion of some notable facts.+

Firstly, we have a geologic flora; and secondly, we have a residual 
flora which, during the six thousand to ten thousand years spoken of, 
was gradually forced northward by the sea and the subsidence and 
gradually encroached upon from the north by the third flora, consist- 
ing of plants which had come from the north before the ice sheet. 


I. GEOLOGICAL FLorRA; OLD CRETACEOUS FLORA. 


It is beyond the purpose of the present writer to discuss in full the 
occurrence of Cretaceous plants on Long Island. That they are found 
there has been definitely proven by Dr. A. Hollick.* 

A brief glance at the maps of the coast from Cape Cod southward 
reveals, if one looks at the contours that have been made by soundings, 
that for a space of seventy-five miles from the coast there is a gradual 
drop about ona line with the general slope of the hills above the 
water. At the hundred-fathom limit, however, there is a sudden and 
immense drop of the water; it is seen that here is to be found the old 
Tertiary continental coast line that existed before the advance of the 
glacier from the north. The gradual submergence of the whole 
eastern portion of the continent has proceeded until now the only por- 
tion exposed of the continent of this part of North America that ex- 
isted in the Tertiary times is found along the narrow belt of land lying 
at the base of the glacial drift, and, as before quoted, certain out-crops 
in New Jersey, certain portions in Long Island and underlying de- 
posits of glacial drift of varying thickness in the islands stretching’ to- 
ward Cape Cod. ‘This has been so well shown by Dr. A. Hollick that I 
cannot refrain from repeating his exact words.— ‘‘ From a study of the 
existing geological and floral additions, as I have elsewhere attempted 
to demonstrate, the indications are that at the close of the Ice Age 
there was a continuous strip of land, except for certain river outlets, 
extending from what is now New Jersey to the southeastern New 
England coast, with a large body of fresh water occupying the deepest 
parts of what is now the basin of Long Island Scund. This strip con- 
sisted of an elevated portion along the northern border, formed by the 
terminal moraine left behind on the final retreat of the ice, and a 
plain region to the south, of varying width, representing what re- 
mained of the old Tertiary coastal plain, which formerly extended out 
to what is now the one hundred fathom contour.’’ 

I here append a list of the Cretaceous fossils found on Long 
Island as given by A. Hollick.+

Another feature with reference to the history of the fossil plants of 
the island and which has not yet received its full share of attention is 
the occurrence of Tertiary deposits of diatoms. Merrell, in his Ge- 
ology of Long Island, etc., was the first to mention the deposit found 
at Glen Cove, and more recently Dr. A. M. Edwards has obtained 
some rich findings from some deep cuts on the south side of the island. 

As the evidence to be derived from diatoms is most conflicting, I 
refer those interested to the deposits found at Arverne by Dr. Edwards. 
(See Diatoms in list. )** 


II. Prinz BARREN FLORA. 


In New Jersey there has been recognized for a number of years, 
a peculiar flora, known as the Pine Barren Flora; this was found to 
grow in a more or less restricted area, extending from New York to 
Cape May and the mouth of the Delaware River, occupying a narrow

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strip along the Atlantic coast. The geological strata, as pointed out 
by Dr. Britton,* upon which this flora grows are: Tertiary, lying to 
the south and southeast of a line drawn from a point on the Atlantic 
coast a few miles southof Long Branch, to another near the head of 
Delaware Bay ; and Cretaceous, north of this line and extending be- 
tween it and the southern edge of the Triassic formation, which follows 
a line from the center of Staten Island to the vicinity of Trenton. 

‘*The Tertiary pine barrens extend southward along the Atlantic 
coast to Florida ; it is with the flora of the northern extension of these 
sandy stretches of Cretaceous age which we have to do at present.”’ 

Dr. Britton shows that this flora, the northern pine barren flora, is 
characteristic, that it is found upon the yellow gravel drift and that it 
is a flora which is peculiarly American in its character. He also shows 
that a certain number of its plants are found in the southern portions 
of Staten Island, that it extends to Long Island and, the discussion 
of the geological features would tend to show, extends to the north, in 
Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket, which has been proven to be the 
case by Dr. Hollick and others. 

The most important of these pine barren plants are here given.

Going northward their numbers become fewer and fewer until 
finally, as Hollick* has pointed out, some of the number originally re- 
ported by Britton may be excluded as they are found as far north as 
Canada; theseare Lycopodium inundatum, Asclepias obtusifolia, Juncus 
pelocarpus, Kalmia angustifolia, Solidago puberula and Tephrosia 
Virginiana. 

III. THe NorTHERN FLora. 

In the Cretaceous times, as already outlined, there was evidently 
quite an extensive flora on the continent of North America; we know 
from the researches of Newberry and Lesquereux that in this age we find 
the first angiosperms, so that the Cretaceous saw the dawn of the flora 
as we know it at the present day. With the advent of the glacial 
epoch many of the northern plants perished and the more hardy 
northern members of the flora slowly migrated southward, some of 
them, no doubt, living close to the margins of the ice sheet. At the 
close of the glacial epoch, many of the plants again migrated north- 
ward slowly and some of the distinctly southern plants moved up to 
the area of the terminal moraine. Many adapted themselves to the 
new soil and moved northward, but the probabilities seem to point to 
the fact that the set of plants we have designated as pine barren 
plants were enabled to hold their own only upon the yellow gravel, a

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soil which they grew accustomed to and were unable to live upon the 
true glacial till. 

Before the advent of man, the northern part of Long Island undoubt- 
edly had a distinct forest growth ; the evergreens, hickories and chest- 
nuts were probably abundant, some magnificent specimens of pines 
are still found in isolated patches on the islands, the remnants of 
probably a fine growth of these plants. When the trees were cut 
down and the lands tilled the present flora, which is continuous with 
that of New York and Connecticut and Massachusetts, became mani- 
fest. There are no features common to this north side of the island 
flora which is not reproduced in the southern parts of Connecticut 
and New York, save in the absence of the rock-loving plants ; hence, 
many of the ferns are absent, few of the rock lichens are found and 
almost none of the boulder spring flowers. 

At the present time when the woods are undisturbed there are a 
number of chestnuts, sassafras, wild cherry, swamp-maple, locusts, 
cedars, hickory in places, a few tulip trees, some oaks, and in the 
cleared grounds the (aspen) rapidly gains a foothold. 

In the woods the herbs are distinctly northern in their type and they 
usually run over the ridge and have extended to the southern borders 
of the island. 

Along the sandy shores of the north side, of the more western 
portion of the island, the vegetation is identical with that on the 
southern shores of Connecticut. 

There is abundant opportunity to study the sand beach flora on Long 
Island. It is developed to a great extent and throughout the eastern 
reaches of the island the vast sand dunes and wastes support a charac- 
teristic number of plants. 


SoME STATISTICAL NOTES ON THE PRESENT FLORA. 


It may be considered that the present cryptogamic flora of the 
island isvery imperfectly known. The workers in this field have 
not been many and the regions explored have been very restricted. 
The establishing of the Biological Laboratory of the Brooklyn Insti- 
tute at Cold Spring has given a start to the investigation of the crypto- 
gamic flora which will probably yield many additions to the list. Of 
the Myxomycetes, there are noted some twelve species. Lycogala 
Epidendron and Stemonitis fusca seem to be the most widely distrib- 
uted plants of the group. About 391 Algae are here listed, of these 
about 50 were desmids, 126 diatoms, and the remaining 215 members 
of the various other algal groups. The comparative poverty of the 
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marine algal forms, perhaps better studied than any other of our cryp- 
togamic plants has been made a special topic for discussion by Dr. W. 
G. Farlow, inhis Piesidental address before the Society of Plant Mor- 
phologists, held in December, 1898, at Columbia University. 

The bacterial flora is absolutely unknown. Beyond the well recog- 
nized forms characteristic of certain diseased conditions in man and 
other animals our knowledge is limited. Some few investigations of 
the writer on the bacteria of the air of Brooklyn and the bacteria of 
the Brooklyn and Flushing water supplies yielded a number of forms 
which are not here listed because of the general lack of criteria for 
specific determinations, which lack is now fortunately being remedied 
by such workers as Chester, Dyar, Fuller and others, who are investi- 
gating the bacteria flora of the water supplies, Twenty-seven species 
alone are listed, but it may be recorded that at least three times that 
number have been isolated but not positively identified. The Phy- 
comycetes are listed with only six species, probably a very meagre 
representation of this extensive group. The like pertains to the 
fifty-four species grouped with the Ascomycetes, 34 Hyphomycetes, or 
Fungi Imperfecti. The Basidiomycetes, by reason of their conspicu- 
ousness, contribute the greatest number to the list, there being some 
136 species. There are eleven representatives of the Gasteromycetes. 
General remarks on the fungus flora are out of place by reason of the 
desultory character of the observations and the few workers. The 
lichens of the eastern end of the island were more carefully studied 
by the writer. No other workers in the same field have contributed 
to the literature, but collections by earlier observers were placed 
at my disposal, and it is with special pleasure that I am able to put on 
record in these higher cryptogamic groups the names of some of the 
earlier enthusiastic botanists of the old school. It has always been a 
matter of personal regret that I never knew them. Fifty-four species 
are here listed. The Bryophytes have received more attention. A 
list of twenty-seven Hepaticae in this restricted area is of interest. 
Howe is the only investigator who has thus far made any contribution 
to the study of these plants in the particular field. In the mosses 109 
species are listed most of which has been collected by Miss M. L. 
Saniel. 

In conclusion of this special feature, it may be hoped that this list 
will serve as a beginning for a number of the workers who are just 
now entering upon the study of the cryptogamic forms of the island. 

The Pteridophytes are represented by forty-one forms, and fourteen 
Gymnosperms are listed. Three hundred and twenty-two Monocoty- 
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ledons are represented ; of these, the large families, Graminaceae and 
Cyperaceae, still imperfectly explored, contribute ninety-nine and 
ninety-five species respectively. 

In résumé then, the following list records 2238 species as occur- 
ring on Long Island, of which, following the older lines, 896 are 
Cryptogams and 1342 Phanerogams. These in tabular form may be 
thus represented :
